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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest the combination that would teach an explosive 
cartridge comprising: a tubular body having a socket coupling member secured at one 
end thereof and a spigot coupling member secured at the opposing end of the tubular 
body, the socket and spigot coupling members each including at least one piercing 
member and a sealing membrane , the sealing membranes forming a sealed closure 
with the tubular body and sealing an explosive within the sealed closure, the socket and 
spigot coupling members being adapted so as to be capable of engaging with a 
respective socket or spigot coupling member of a like explosive cartridge whereby 
adjacent sealing membranes of respective socket and spigot coupling members are 
pierced during coupling of adjacent cartridges. Brown (WO 99/46556) does not 

» 

disclose that either of the socket or spigot coupling members comprise a piercing . 
member, or that the sealing membranes are pierced when the Brown's cartridges are 
assembled together. No other known reference teaches the applicants' cartridge of 
independent claims 1 or 25.
